Allowable Subject Matter 

Remaining claims 1 -4, 6 - 16, 18, and 19 are allowed. The prior art of record 
fail to teach a system for triggering at least one restraining device comprising, among 
other limitations, at least one non-pedestrian-impact sensor for transmitting a first 
signal; at least one pedestrian-impact sensor for transmitting a second signal; a 
processor for receiving the two signals - the non-pedestrian-impact sensor includes an 
acceleration sensor - a first one of the at least one pedestrian-impact sensor is situated 
in a rear bumper of a vehicle, and a second one of the at least one-pedestrian-impact 
sensor extends across an entire side of the vehicle.
